Kindred Oriental raco can do, and-they see 
* go reason why they should not do the 
eamo. I do not mean to say that tho 
people aso whole have learned this lesson 
—as yot: but for several yeurs ists and 
these lust two years moro capecially, large 
numbors of intelligent or quasi-intelligont 
Qhinese youths have been sent over to 
Japan by the Government for the purpose 
of studying Japanese methods, not only as 
regurds their naval und military armamenta, 
but also the system of government and ad- 
ministration. Thesw young men have sluo 
een that tho Japanese do not permit the 
foroigner to exploit their ocountryjby means 
of mines and railways, and naturally thoy 
Davo asked the reason why China! cannot 
@ likowine, and construct railways and 
mine materialy on and for hor own account. 
Ono result is the Commiasion at present in 
Burope, which haa beon 4 pointed for the 
purpose of inquiring inte the various forms 
ef government existing. and to draw up o 
schome containing tho heat principled of 
ell, 

“<The ery of ‘China for thy Chinese’ 
ia the natural corollary to the events of the 
past, not only of the immodiate past, but 
of tho time since sho bocame the sport of 
nations. For years past we have told her 
to put her housa in order, and to streng- 
then herself in the only manner it is pos- 
wible for her to do -hy adopting western 
mothedy, and acting on western civilised 
lines. Now sho is attempting to do so, and 
if wo wish to bo consistent we cannot tony 
her our sympathy ond help,’

guarantoo of the inte of Chipa which 
thin olliance affords, #4 itsnlf a very 
active axsintance to thy Court of Pebing in
